Some of the Incidents of the Camp 


—Bfg Review o" Fourth 


of July. 


The big military camp has been in 


lull swing s-mce lasr Friday. Several 
days last week it was dimly seen on 
the heights east of town through the 
peculiar smoky atmosphere but with 
the passing of that peculiar condition 
it stands out prominently on the hills, 
a tented city 01 over rive thousand 
souls. From the hill in the early 
morning tomes the sound of first call 
and reville, and all along the hill as- 
cends smoke from the mess tent fires. 
From ihen OH the camp is a busy place 
until late in the evening, when the 
tented city niarkecl by electric lights 
closes tor the day with taps. 


The first of the Regulars to arrive, 


as stated last week, was the 15th Cav 
airy, coming Sunday morning, June 
'irj. and the last was the 29th U. S. 
infantry, on Thursday, marching over 
country. The greater number of the 
Regulars marched here, a few organi- 
zations coming by train. 


Brigadier General Wm. W. Worther- 


spoon. who will be in command during 
the entire encampment, arrived on last 
Wednesday. The Regulars were in po- 
sition in camp before the arrival of the 
militia. 
On Friday the Maryland and 


Virginia Militia arrived by train and 
look their assigned positions in camp. 
Since Friday the tented city, the town 
and Dust, Boulevard connecting the 
two places has been two very lively 
places. 


Dust Boulevard, otherwise the .York 


pike, ought to have immediate consid- 
eration of the town and camp au- 
thorities. It is most of the day one 
churned up whirling mass of dust. 
The town did sweep part of it and the 
sprinkler goes there once a day but 
the dust predominates and makes the 
way dangerous. 
In view of the great 


benefit the camp will be to the busi- 
ness interests of the town, it ought to 
be possible for the town authorities 
along with the business interests of 
the town and if necessary calling in 
help of the camp authorities to relieve 
the situation. The dust is not only 
injurious to the health but makes the 
way dangerous tr aver Bed by hundreds 
of teajns and, autos aijd there, i% c'jj£ 
stant risk that in the next* wnirlwinl 
of dust will be a collision of vehicles 
and perhaps some fatal casuality. A 
few hundreds of dollars and a sprink- 
ler with Rock Creek at hand might 
solve the question, or a sprinkling of 
oil. The town should further at once 
place a light on top of the bridge, and 
it might be worth while if the super- 
visors of Strabart township take im- 
mediate action whether a railing be- 
tween the pike and summer road at 
points might not prevent possible ac- 
cidents and for which the township 
might be legally held and be made to 
pay. 
' 


Friday evening after Regulars and 


Militia were in, camp seemed to be a 
go as you please free for all occasion, 
and the town was crowded with sol- 
diers. 
There was a, racket at Hotel 


Gettysburg created by Virginia Militia 
because a colored Regular was drink- 
ing at the same bar. 
Violence shown 


to the Regular was resented by other 
Regulars and the bad blood thus occa- 
sioned between Regulars and Militia 
grew until late at night a body of 
mounted guards were sent to town 
and the whole atmosphere cleared. 
This incident had the good effect of 
causing military authorities to help to 
look after the order in town with 
guards. 


Sunday morning religious services 


were held in the big tent on top of the 
hill, the Episcopal service being used, 
in the evening Methodist service was 
held at the same place and it has been 
announced that next Sunday morning 
a Catholic priest will conduct the ser- 
vices. 


A number of prominent military peo- 


ple have already been in town. Gen. 
Xelson A. Miles came here on Satur- 
day and on Sunday paid his respects 
to Gen. Wotherspoon, Adjutant Gen- 
eral Henry M. Warfield of Maryland, 
Ex-Governor Frank Brown of "Mary- 
land and other, and there are colonels, 
majors, captains and other officers ga- 
lore. 


The general pian of the maneuvers 


to be followed during the entire camp 
was announced on Saturday. 
There 


wiil be no general maneuver for both 
regulars and militia except on the 
final clay of each of the three periods 
of camp. On the other days, Sundays 
and holidays exoepted. each command 
will be given a problem to work out 
in the matter of disposition of troops. 
An officer or observer on the staff of 
Brigadier 
General 
"VV. 
W. 
Wother- 


spoon will be assigned to each com- 
mand of militia and will require the 
disposition of troops for reconnoiter- 
ing, discovering the strength of imag- 
inary enemies and executing scout 
duty. 


On The final day of each period the 


regulars and militia will be divided 
into two bodies and a complicated ma- 
neuver will be worked out, the um- 
pires judging the fight and awarding 
the decision to the body showing the 
best work. These final maneuvers will 
bt in the nature of big sham battles 
and wj]] be the only spectacular parts 
of the encampment.

From halt' a 
dozen to a dozen were to be found at 
tlie money order window when post 
office was open on -Monday and Tues- 
day the same condition prevailed. 


All kinds of up-to-date war appara- 


tus \\ ill be tested at the camp. Satur- 
day night for several hours lights were 
turned off at camp while a search light 
was being operated and the long bright 
streaks silhouetted against the dark- 
ness. 


Gettysburg has not seen any aero- 


planes and when General Wotherspoon 
makes contemplated experiments with 
war baloons and aeroplanes it is hoped 
announcement will be made so that 
this community may make ready to 
witness the event. 


The only official recognition of the 


Fourth of July in camp was a national 
salute of 46 guns fired by the Third 
Field Artillery. There was lots of un- 
official celebration specially in town, 
for it was the noisiest Fourth we have 
had for years, but passed off with no 
serious accident. 


A huge megaphone is being used at 


division headquarters to send out the 
bugle calls for the entire camp and are 
repeated by the trumpeters of the vari- 
ous commands. 


A bfg commissary department is be- 


ing conducted at camp with all kinds 
•of supplies. Bread is being b^ked in 
.Camp,, but all the stores, bakeries and 
•every, place in town with anything to 
eat is toeing; pushed, to the limit and 


getting rid of their supply as fast 
they are ready for sale.

General Wotherspoon has set his foot 


down on any liquors in camp. tThey 
can not be had there. 
Only soft drinks 


and ice cream are allowed in camp as 
coolers in these hot days, and great 
quantities of these are daily disposed 
of but then the boys don't mind walk- 
ing or riding to town when something 
stronger is wanted. 


As to Maneuver Damages. 


A recent decision of the Secretary 


of War is interesting to our people in 
view of the United States Military 
Camp in progress east of town. The 
decision assures to our farmers that 
there are no technicalities to in any 
way prevent the recovery of damages 
for any injuries that may be done in 
the maneuvering of troops. 


The questions involved were two 


main ones. The act of Congress of 
1904 provided for an appropriation for 
the encampment and maneuvers and 
provided for the payment of damages 
to property. The appropriation made 
in 1909 left out words "damages for 
property" and used the -word "expen- 
ses" 
and one of the questions was 


whether damages to property come un- 
der word expenses, ana it. has been de- 
cided that damages to property are ex- 
penses. 
The 
other 
question 
was 


whether land owners who had not leas- 
ed land could recover damages and it 
was decided that land occupied was 
subject to rights of owners whether 
leased or not and damages to any 
lands occupied whether leased or not 
have to be paid. The following is the 
text of the decision made as late as 
June 14, 1910: 


"The first appropriation 'Encamp- 


ment and maneuvers, organized mil- 
tia,' made specific appropriation for 
pay of officers and enlisted men. for 
purchase of supplies for the Quarter- 
master's and Ordinance departments, 
including regular supplies, incidental 
expenses, barracks and quarters, trans- 
portation of the militia and its sup- 
plies, clothing and equipage, leases of 
lands and damages of property, and 
for purchase of subsistence and sup- 
plies. 


"All of said items of expense for the 


militia were TO constitute one fund. 
and the Secretary of War was thereaf- 
ter to forward to Congress at its next 
session a detailed statement of the ex- 
penses of the joint encampments and 
maneuvers of the organized militia 
paid from the appropriation. 


"In subsequent appropriations for 


the organized militia provision is made 
simply for the 'expenses' of their joint 
encampments and maneuvers, instead 
of mentioning specifically the items 
constituting such expenses. 


"It appears that the disbursing offi- 


cer who paid the aforesaid vouchers 
made leases in advance to cover all 
ground that was likely to be occupied 
or used by the troops and states that 
unexpected 
movements 
necessitated 


the use or occupation of premises at 
times which were not covered by 
lease, and that such occupation cover- 
ed but a short period, less than twenty- 
four hours, and in a majority of rases 
not over twelve hours. The disburs- 
ing officer explains thar under «wh 
circumstances it was impracticable to

Farmer Lightner is as hon- 
est as he is modest in his use of words.

but. "facts, real facts." said he: 


"J and my neighbor, old John Taw- 


ney. set in to mow my meadow back 
of the orchard on that morning. July 
1, 1S63. It was a sultry morning and 
after we had mowed awhile Tawney 
says: 
" 'I could do beetter if I had a little 


whiskey to drink." 


"1 can soon get you some." I repli- 


ed. and taking a jug I set off to the vil- 
lage to get some. On the way I fell 
in -with .Mr. William Young, another 
neighbor. When we got on the top of 
Cemetery Hill we saw a long line of 
smoke from camp fires over north 
along the Chambersburg pike the first 
we knew of the soldiers being about. 
We soon met people who said they 
thought there was going to be fighting 
out there. When we got to town every- 
body was talking about it and said it 
looked like something was going on 
out there. But they had no suspicion 
of the flood of bloody war that would 
roll through their streets and up into 
their doorways and gardens before the 
day was past. It was about 9 o'clock. 
"William Young said: 
" 'Let's go out on Seminary road and 


see what there is out there, any -way.' 
When we got up on the hill we 
down to our left Union soldiers, How- 
ard's Corps, coming across the fields 
from the Emmitsburg road. We stood 
there watching them move up, form 
jmes, and take position under the hill. 
Directly a shell came whizzing over 
from the front and fell back toward 
the town. Young wanted to go but I 
insisted on staying a little .longer 
Tiiere was a great stir and commotion 
among the troops at once and they 
soon began to come pretty thick, and 
we left. 


"We had not got half-way back to 


town when we met other Union troops 
pouring along the road and through 
the fields, coming out every street and 
alley and open spaces of the town, all 
Crushing pell-mell forward, without any 
apparent order, with fixed bayonets. 
eager-eyed, stripped, perspiring, 
and 


in the hot sun. They cursed 


house, and asked him when he thought. 
I could have my house again. 
He 


said he had no idea when he could va- 


f ( for six weeks.

i few days from the hospital 


stores. 
Why did we stay? Why come 


back'.' What else could we do? We had 
no money to pay board, we had noth- 
ing. and a large family to care for. 
We had been putting all our money 
into the place. We must set :o work 
as fast as ve could to fix it up and get 
ready for the winter. 


"Six weeks later they took the last 


of the wounded away, and permitted 
us to live in it. but it made us all sick. 
Toward spring I got a chance to take 
a stocked farm on shares, sc I moved 
away and gave it to an old Dutchman. 
who did not seem to mind the smells 
and filth. 


"Nine years afterward I tore all the 


woodwork and plaster out and made 
the house new from cellar to garret. 
Then we came back but my poor wife 
did not live long in our new home 
She had never been well from the 
first we tried to live in it. 


"It is awful," said the aged Mr. 


Lightr.er 
"Everything suffers in time 


of "war; people all suffer; domestic ani- 
mals suffer; plants suffer and droop 
and die: the little birds are killed or 
frightened away from their nests and 
their young; the trees are torn by shot 
and shell or are cut down ruthlessly 
for fires and breastworks: grain and 
prrass are eaten up or trodden into the 
ground in an hour; springs and wells 
are the soldier's boons and are quickly 
used to the last drop. The water even 
of that filthy, dirty creek over there, 
where thousands of cavalry and artil- 
lery horses were watered was greedily 
used Ijiy the soldiers*. War is all suf-

place. I did not reach home until 4 
o'clock, trying with all my might all 
day. As I came down the pike home 
I saw a red flag on the end of the 
iouse. and when I got nearer I saw 
my yard full of soldiers. 


"Under an apple tree I found the 


st;rgeons with a man stretched out on 
our'dining room table and cutting and 
tawing a leg off, and on the grass there 
lay a pile of limbs. I went around to 
Iht kitchen door. The floor was cover- 
ed with wounded men. The stove was 
red hot and the men were baking and 
the men were taking and cooking up 
everything in the house Thai was ec"i- 
L]e. They had taken full possession. |

were parked in a field. The mules 
stood in harness. Tvitho'jt food or water 
for three days and two nights of the 
battle, ready to move at a moment's 
notice. The mules and drivers were 
more like dead than living things. 
Over beyond the "Bloody Angle" I saw 
on Sunday after the battle six mules 
dead in harness to a Confederate gun, 
with not a spoke left in the wheels. 
all done by a shell. Fragments of men 
and animals lay scattered about every- 
where. Over on Culp's Hill I saw 
the Union soldiers burying Confederate 
soldiers in trenches thirty or forty 
feet long and only a few* feet deep. 
They piled them in like cord wood. 


"Then, too, the Government arrested 


me. 1 must' tell you about that. A 
man came along from New York a few- 
days after the battle and told the chil- 
dren he would buy any relics they 
could pick up. They got together some 
bullets, buckles, canteens, and the like 
and when he came back I dickered 
with him for them and sold him two 
or three dollars' worth of things. Soon 
after a Colonel Blood, the meanest 
man in the world, came down to gath- 
er up government property, and he 
had me arrested. I told bira how it 
was, that we had no idea of doing any- 
thing unlawful: but he was determin- 
ed to make me all the trouble he could. 
He put me to considerable 
expense, 


but my neighbors got me off after a 
few days. 
That arrest is the only 


thing of it all that made me mad, and 
I am mad about it yet."

Prof. Wert's War Relics 


Probably the rarest, most valuable 


private collection of war relics from 
the battlefields of the civil war is that 
owned by Prof. J. Howard Wert o 
Harrisburg, and stored away at hi& 
home in that city. Prof. Wert was 
lieutenant iu the Two Hundred aud 
Ninth Pennsylvania Volunteers, bu 
long before he entered the army he 
had gathered a collection of relics at 
Gettysburg that could not be dupli- 
cated in any museum in the country. 


Gettysburg was his home, aud he 


was- there during the great decisive 
battle, acting as guide to the Union 
forces, and doing other patriotic work- 
He afterwards went into the army aud 
was in Hartrault's division in trout of 
Petersburg when Lee surrendered. 
His Gettysburg relies were gathered 
within a few days after the battle, aud 
are all jabled with inscriptions, show- 
ing what part of the field they were 
taken from.

sergeant's chevrons, Confederate but- 
tons aud bullets Jrom the scene of the 
Seven Days' light m front of Rich- 
mond.

Appetizing Dishes That Will Bring 


the Family Expectantly to the 


Evening Meal. 


Milk 
Toast 
and 
Cheese.—Make 


some rich milk toast, and spread on a 
flat dish; cover with a thick layer of 
grated cheeae, and put in the oven till 
the cheese melts and burns. Serre 
very hot. 


Celery Toast.—For a small family, 


clean one moderate-sized stalk of cel- 
ery, using all the stalk, root and such, 
leaves as are blanched and tender. 
Cut in small pieces, put over the fire 
and boil till tender, taking care not 
to have too much water, so that it may- 
boil down and retain all substance. 
Add a generous pint of milk, keep over 
the fire until scalded, then thicken 
very slightly with flour, lastly adding 
a piece of buuer the size of a hickory- 
nut. 
You will need eight slices of 


toast, which should be brown and 
crisp. Butter these and lay In a deep 
covered dish. Turn the celery gravy 
over it and serve immediately. 
Do 


not dip the toast in the milk. 


Date Muffins.—One cup of chopped 


dates; mix two cups of milk and a 
well-beaten egg; sift together 
one 


heaping teaspoonful of baking powder, 
three cups of flour and two table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter; add the 
milk and egg, and last the dates, and 
beat hard till light and foamy; bake 
in buttered gem-tins for about twenty 
minutes. 


Scones.—Into a quart of flour stir a 


teaspoonful of salt and two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. 
Sift three 


times, then chop into the mixture a 
heaping tablespoonful of butter, and 
when well blended add enough chilled 
milk to make a soft dough. Handle as 
little as possible and turn out upon a 
floured board. Roll quickly and light- 
ly into a sheet and cut into rounds 
•with a small biscuit or cake cutter. 
Lay upon a hot soapstone griddle, and 
when brown turn and brown; split 
open—tearing, not cutting the scones—- 
and butter them. 


Oatmeal Scones.—Take a cupful of 


oatmeal and a cupful of flour and atlr 
well; add two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and a teaspoonful of salt. Add 
two eggs, well beaten, and a cup of 
milk. Stir into a soft dough and drop 
by the spoonful on a greased tin. 
Bake in a moderate oven, split open 
and butter. Serve at once.

on market day, which is almost any 
morning of the week, the housewife 
with a longing for poultry journeys 
here, enters the inclosure, selects the 
fowl that striives her fancy or appeals 
to her mature judgment, and stands 
by, while the proprietor, with a long 
pole on the end of which a wire hook 
is fastened, proceeds to separate the 
bird in question from the rest of the 
flock and deftly slip the hook about 
its neck, making it a captive.
